To Kilkenny Urban Council, Mr. P. F.

Mr. Commissioner Murphy, in his report 
to the Dublin Borough Commissioners recom 
mending the letting om lease of twelve sites 
for houses at Marino, Clontarf, recalls that 
it had been decided to reserve the main 
frontages of the Marino Housing Area for 
better class residences and business premises. 
A proposal, he says, has now been received 
from the Dublin Commercial Public Utility 
Society, Ltd., 9 Cavendish row, to take leases 
of a portion of the ground fronting to 
Malahide road, upon which to build twelve 
houses at an average cost of £750 a house, 
| for sale to members of the Society. It is 

suggested that the site of each house should 
| have a frontage generally of 35 feet and that 
| the rent to be charged for such should be 
£6 per annum. A condition of the letting is 
that the houses to be erected are to be used as 
residences, and for no other purpose what- 
ever. The length of lease in these cases will 

e 150 years. The sites will have an 
approximate depth of 100 feet. The Society 
proposes to build the houses in accordance 
with the provisions of the Housing (Building 
Facilities) Acts and for the purpose it will 
receive from the Government a grant of £100 
and from the Corporation £100 for each house. 
It is proposed further that the latter shal! 
advance under the before-mentioned Act the 
sum of £200 per house. As in the case of the 
letting of the shop sites on the Fairview 
frontage, it is suggested that no ground rent 
should be charged for the first year of the 
term of the leases, provided that the houses 
i completed within twelve months oí the 


date of the commencement oí the term, or 
from the date on which possession of the 
ground may be given. In order to facilitate 
as far as possible the early building of houses 
on the Malahide frontage, I think it would be 
well that the adoption of this report should be 
taken as authority for completing arrange- 
ments for the letting of any further sites that 
may be required by the Dublin Commercial 
Public Utility Society, or other members of 
the public. The sites will, of course, be of a 
similar size, and will be let on the same terms 
as those at present being dealt with. 

I now recommend that the Dublin Com- 
mercial Public Utility Society, Litd., be 
granted leases of sites for a period of 150 
vears from the 29th September last at a rent 
of £6 per annum per site, over and above 
rates and taxes, subject to the erection of 
twelve houses in accordance with plans to be 
approved of by the City Architect and to his 
satisfaction at a cost of n® less than £750 
each house, the work to be completed within 
the time above specified. 

I further recommend that no rent be 
charged for the first vear of the term, pro- 
vided the buildings are erected within that 
time.

ENLARGED SCOPE OF CENTRAL 
AUTHORITY. 


It is announced by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects that in 1920 the Council 
decided on the reconstitution of the Board of 
Architectural Education as soon as) the neces- 
sary powers were granted by the Privy 
Council. <A new charter came ioto operation 
this year, and the new constitution of the 
board has now been approved by the council. 

It has been decided to make the board — 
representative; to bring it into touch with 
other bodies having interests allied to or 
bound up with those of architectural educa- 
tion ; to enlarge its scope; and to enable it to 
discharge its proper functions as the central 
authority, under the council of the R.1.B.A., 
advising on architectural education through- 
out the kingdom and in the Dominions. e 
reconstituted board will have nnder it three 
committees, with executive powers in all 
routine matters—namely, schools, examina- 
tions, and prizes and bolarship committees, 
the board itself, subject to confirmation by 
the council, dealing with matters of general 
wrinciple and policy. As the committees will 
be formed of representatives with great ex- 

erience in the matters with which they will 
he to deal, and will have power to act, 
greater efficiency and expedition is to 
expected. 

ere will also be a small board of modera. 
tors; who will deal with the standard of the 
examinations and testimonies of study and the 
setting and marking of the actual examina- 
tion papers. A small visiting board will per- 
form similar functions in connection with the 
schools. By periodical. visits they will be 
able to keep the schools committee in touch 
with all the schools recognised by the 
RIB.A. and ensure that a uniform 
standard is maintained.

Mr. Chamberlain (emphatically)—No, sir; 
it is not, and I repudiate any idea of pursuing 
such a policy. 

Mr. Macdonald had another question—Was 
the idea of Locarno to detach Germary from 
any co-operation with Russia? 

Mr. Chamberlain—No, sir; it is not. | 

Mr, Macdonald said that he was very glad 
to hear it, He went on to criticise the 
Locarno negotiations because the Dominions 
had no participation in them. “I cannot,” 
ne added, ‘‘ conceive a more calamitous system 
of conducting Imperial foreign policy. than 
was enshrined in the Locarno Conference,”’ 


“THE HUMBLE LEEK.”’’ 
MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S 
TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Lloyd George congratulated the Foreign 
Secretary on having received bouquets from 
many nations, He wonld like to add the 
humble leek. Myr Macdonald had mixed a 
good many thistles with his bouquet, and he 
‘vas rather inclined to agree with some of the 
right hon. gentleman's criticisms, particularly 
in regard to what he said about the Domi- 

ions. It seemed to him that one of the out- 
standing features of Locarno was the entry 
of Germany into the League. That was the 
beginnning of bigger things for the League; 
but there could be no real security fur peace 
until all the nations were there. As it was, 
nations were beginning to realise that they 
were dependent more and more upon each 
other. He agreed that Locarno was pot the 
place to discuss the question of disarmament. 
To have done so would have jeopardised 
everything. But the spirit of Locarno must 
go through to the question of disarmament, 
If it did not, Locarno would be regarded: in 
history as nothing more than slobbering melo- 
drama. 

Mr. Ponsonby, who was Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs ‘n the Labour Govern- 
ment, moved the official Opposition amend- 
ment, which, whilst approving the Treaty 
generally, regretted that it did not contain 
definite provisions in regard to disarmament, 
and that no definite steps had been. taken 
to secure the adhesion of Russia to the 
League of - Nations, 

FOREIGN SECRETARY'S REPLY. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in reply to the various 
criticisms, saia:——‘‘ No man more than my 
father’s son, on taking up the duties of 
Foreign. Secretarv, desired to prrsue a policy, 
not mere! in close consnitation, but in full 
harmony and accord at every stage with the 
Dominion Governments.”” . He went on to 
explain that it was impossible to bring the 
Dominions into conference before the negotia- 
tions, owing to the urgency of the European 
situation. — 

Dealing with Russia, he said that there 
was no shadow of suspicion that at any time 
since the Government assumed office they 
had endeavoured to engage anv nation, and 
still less every nation, in a. league against 
Russia. Whenever Russia was willing to 


meet us in the spirit shown by every other | 


nation, we should be willing to meet her. 
He concluded by repeating his message when 
he left England for Locarno: *‘ Wish us well, 
but do not expect too much,” and by adding: 
‘“ Because we have done something, all is not 
accomplished. Do not lose courage and heart 
and confidence and hone, beeanse vresently 
we are going to be faced with difficulties 
when the first flush of our enthusiasm is 
gone.

HIGH PRICES AT AMSTERDAM 
| SALE. . 

AMSTERDAM, Wednesday. 

The famous collection of objects dart 
belonging to Herr Castighioni, the well-known 
Austrian financier, which opened here yester- 
day, attracted a great crowd of art experts 
and connoisseurs from all parts of*the: world. 
The auction room was packed and bidding 
was spirited. Those present included Messrs. 
Duveen, Knoedier and “jAgnew, besides a 
large and representative contingent of con- 
noisseurs and dealers. 

The opening day was devoted to the sale 
of paintings, the whole collection of which, 
numbering seventy-six, was sold, realising 
over a million florins and just under 
£100,000. The highest. indivdual price paid 
was 214,000 florins by Dnveen for Ram- 
brant’s portrait of “An Amsterdam Notable,” 
after the keenest competition with Knoedler. 
The greatest interest so far as Italian works 
was concerned centred in Correggio’s ‘‘Mystic 
Marriage of St. Catherine,” which was 
secured for Detroit Museum for 80,000 
florins. An altar triptych of Wilhelm Wan 
Keulen is also going to Detroit Museum for: 
40,000 florins. M. fa, a Dutchman, paid 
154,000 florins for the “ Raising of Lazarus,” 
by Nicholaa Froment.—(Reuter.)

UNDERMINING THE CONSTITUTION.

INDIAN TRIBE WHO 
SPEAK ENGLISH.

| NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
A tribe of Indians who speak a language 
-of pidgin English, handed down from the 
days oí the old. buecangers, three hundred 
years ago, ’ been discovered in South 
_Ameriva. The American explorer, Hyatt 
Verrill, who has just returned front an ¢éx- 
‘tensive eXploration trip and Study of Jhdian 
‘tribes in Central and South America, rts 
the discovery of a tribe of Panama: Indians, 
who use words, belonging ‘to: the English 
vocdbulary, they inherited’ from ancestors, 
who learned, them in the late seventeenth 
century from Battholomew Sharp and his 
threé hundred and fifty’ buccaneers, who 
sailed to Panama in. The Most Bledsed 
Trinity in 1680, killing, looting and burning 
the Spaniards. 
_ Sharp and his followers founded the town 
jof Oldbank, on the north-west coast of 
Panama, near Bocas del Toro, and Oldbank 
exista to-day with.a.mixed population, many 
of whom bear the names of the pirates. who 
founded the town, and are regarded as their 
direct ‘descendants 
COLONY OF WHITE PEOPLE. 

The people of Oldbank have written no 
history and know nothing about the founda- 
tion of their city by pirates, but they still 
bear witness to the days of the founders in 
their names. 

“Í found Coxons, Sawkinses. and Ringros 
there,” says the explorer. “‘Uoxon, Sawkin 
and Ringros were lheutenanis of Sharp. I 
found a number of Sharps there.” 

Mr.. Verrill said that he found a colony 
predominatingly white in complexion, which 
was’ formed of descendants from members of 
one of the § fillibustering expeditions of 
William Walker, who sought thr “quarters 
of a century ago to set up Republics suc- 
cessively in Sonora, Mexico, Nicaragua and 
Honduras, being finally.overthrown, captured 
and shot in Honduras. The fugitives of one 
of Walker's fillibustering parties escaped to 
Panama in about 1860 and remained there, 
being represented to-day by a total of about 
forty or fifty of their grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren.

£20,000 DAMAGE BY 
FLOODING. 


ERNE DRAINAGE PROBLEM. 


Arising out of the recent flooding of lands 
abutting the Upper and Lower Erne, a con- 
ference between the Lough Erne Drainage 
Board, Mr. Bernard O'Rourke (Free State 
Senator and chairman of directors of the 
Belleek Pottery Company), and Mr. F. J. 
Dolan (manager of the pottery) was held at 
Belleek, when Mr. F. R. Brown, Chairman of 
the Board, laid down four proposals with a 
view to the Board being absolved from their 
responsibilities in the matter of applying suffi- 
cient water-power to the pottery to enable 
work to be carried on there and for the gene- 
ration of electric light for the mill and town. 

The proposals were :—(1) Would! they sell 
the pottery to the Board; (2) would they 
allow the Board to instal a turbine by which 
the necessary power would be supplied; (ó) 
would the pottery sell their water rights and 
instal any method they liked to acquire power, 
and (4) would the Board open the gates and 
have the respective rights fought in the law 
courts ? 

Senator O'Rourke declined to discuss the 
proposal to sell the pottery, but described the 
turbine scheme as a very feasible one. He 
admitted that there was considerable flooding 
of lands, and said that his company were 
anxious to do anything they could to abate it. 
They must have power for their pottery, how- 
ever, and would maintain their rights failing 
an amicable settlement. He would call a 
meeting of the pottery directors and would 
lay the proposals before them, following which 
he would communicate with the Board. 

A member of the Board remarked that 
£20,000 worth of damage had been done along 
the Erne by floods last spring. 


COAST WIRELESS 


STATIONS. 
CORK HARBOUR BOARD'S 
REQUEST. 


At a meeting of the Cork Harbour Board 
yesterday a letter was read from Mr. Horgan, 
former chairman, drawing attention to a reso- 
lution which was passed nearly twelve months 
ago asking the Government to establish wire- 
less direction finding stations on the Southern 
coast of the Free State. Nothing had been 
done, he wrote, and nothing would be done 
till some serious disaster occurred. 

Last January the loss of the Cardiff Hall 
had just taken place at Courtmacsherry, 
which was possibly due to the loss of her 
bearings on a terrible night, and now we have 
all read of the rescue of the steamer Pen- 
cisely in Dublin Bay, in which case it was left 
to two amateur wireless operators to pick up 
the 8.0.8, of this steamer, which was only 
twenty miles off our coast, 

He asked the Board to bring the matter 
before the proper authorities, in the hope 
that the station would be set up in the 
vieinity of Cork Harbour, the geographical 
centre of the Southern coast. 

It was ordered that a copy of the letter be 
forwarded to the Government, asking that 
steps should be taken in the matter.

STRANGE STORY TOLD BY 
RETURNED AMERICAN. 
A strange story was told by James Leary, 
a returned American, at Monasterevan (Co. 
Kildare) District Court yesterday, when a 
young man named John Fenlon was charged 
with threatening to shoot, with intent to rob, 
Leary, who is a farmer, at his residence, 
Derryoughta, Monasterevan, on the 4th inst. 
Leary said that he was sitting with his 
back to the door, having tea, when he heard 
a voice behind him saying: “ Hold them up.”’ 
Looking round he saw a man with a “ six- 
shooter” in his hand and a mask over his 
face; but he recognised him as Fenlon, and 
called him by name. Fenlon took off ‘his 
mask, and, remarking that he had been 
too Jong in the Republican Army to be 
bluffed by the witness, issued several threats. 
The witness ignored them, and continued 
drinking his tea. Fenlon then aceused him 
of living with a woman who was not his wife, 
and the witness replied that the woman was 
hs sister. 
After a time Fenlon took the shells out 
of the revolver and handed both the revolver 
and the ammunition to the witness, with a 
request to say nothing about the incident. 
He then mentianed that he owed £7, and the. 
witness gave him £1. Fenlon afterwards 
spent three nights in the witness’s farm, and 
while he lived there he suggested that they 
should go out on the highway and “ hold 
up ” some people. 

“ He was to get a gun for me, and we were 

going to do great business,” added the wit- 
ness; ' but I thought it was going to be me, 
and sent. him away.”’ (Laughbter.) 
An old man named Laurence Lawlor de- 
posed to hearing the prisoner saying three 
times: ‘* I'll shoot you, Leary, ' The witness 
knew the man when Mr. “Ó called him 
Jack—that was the man in court. At the 
time he “ had a soft grey hat and some sort 
of a yoke, with perforated holes on it.” 
(Laughters 

Mr. Byrne (cross-examining)—And Mr. 
Leary did not seem to be much put out? 

The Withess—He was not, and I waht to 
tell you. He said: “Shoot away, Fenlon’’ 
—~(laughter)}—but he did not shoot. Leary 
was not frightened. 

The prisoner was returned for trial, in 
custody, to the next Circuit Cpurt to be held 
at Naas.

and leaders generally with the Department 
of Education, and more mutual confidence. 
Teachers understood the mind of the child 
much better than did Government officials. 
They should not hurry the process of educa- 
tion, and he could not help thinking that 
that was a weakness in the programmes of 
the Minister for Education, for whom he had 
a very great regard; but the Minister had 
not allowed for the slowness of the process. 
He put more into the number of hours in 
the day than could actually be done, 

Their experience was that education must 
be elastic, and they did not believe very 
much in compulsion. There were better re- 
sults out of freedom than out of compulsion. 
They were tied and bound by the programme 
of the Department, within the limits of 
which, however, they did the best that they 
could. Would it not be desirable to lengthen 
the period of training? Two years was very 
little in which to train men and women for 
a most, if not the most, important position 
in the iand. If the course were doubled, 
then they might be able to do something 
when the students came to the University. 
The taking of a degree would raise the 
status of the profession. 

The people of the country did not use 
the schools for which they-were heavily taxed, 
and he thought that it would be worth the 
while of the taxpayers to pay higher taxation 
if thereby they got better trained teachers 
and better schools, to which they could send 
their sons. At present the taxpayer scraped 
and saved to send his children to preparatory 
schools, and spent as much on that as the 
whole taxes would amount to. Would it not be 
cheaper to increase taxation and get off the 
expense of the ee, schools. Those 
who had to pay for the schools in the country 
might then use them. (Hear, hear.)

THE REPORT. 


The annual report stated that the attention 
of the Governors outing the past year had 
been much occupied with the question of the 
supply of candidates for training. The 
number of students who left the College fully 
trained in July of the present year was lower 
than it ever had been before.

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THE PRICE OF BREAD. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I was much interested in your leading 
article of Tuesday last entitled “ The Bread 
Tax.” For some time I, in common with 
other economists, have been keeping a careful 
eye on the price of bread, and I have been at 
some trouble in trying to ascertain the reason 
why the cost should be higher in Dublin than 
in London. ‘The information on which your 
article relies is not strictly accurate, as the 
minimum price of bread in Dublin is 94d., 
and not 10id. The latter is the price includ- 
ing delivery, but bread may be bought at the 
bakers’ shops at the lower figure. Even this 
minimum is higher than in London, and the 
cause of this is said to be due to differences 
in local conditions. 

The price of flour here is generally a shilling 
or two higher than in London and aac. gk 
but the great obstruction to a lower scale of 
charges seems to be in the cost of manufac- 
ture. While coal and coke are both more 
expensive, the wages. paid to all grades of 
bakers are out of all proportion to those 
which obtain on the other side. I am told 
that the Bakers’ Union in London is quite 
content with the minimum wage of £5 for 
a 48-hour week, whereas here the minimum 
is £4 14s. for a 46-hour week. In addition 
to this, the output per man is at least 50 per 
cent. more than it is in Dublin. I am also 
told that the type of bread made in London 
allows of 94 ab loaves per sack, as against 
89 quarterns in this city. The cost of delivery 
is greatly increased by the fact that no start 
is allowed by the union in the bakehouse 
until 6 a.m., with the result that the first 
part of every day is wasted by the vanmen. 

I have been very careful to verify the above 
facts, and I should be glad: to hear any other 
more reasonable theory to account for Dublin's 
bread prices being }d. per 4lbs. higher than 
in London. A short study of the trading 
results of our big bakery companies will 
absolve these concerns. from any charge of 
“ profiteering.’’—Yours, etc.,

FOOD TRIBUNAL TO BE 
SET UP. 


MINISTER’S PROMISE.

A tribunal to ing”” into the cost of 
certain articles of food may be set up in 
the Free State at an early date. ‘This 
was the substance of a statement made in 
the Dail yesterday by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce in reply to a 
question put by Major Bryan Cooper. 
“The Executive Council,” Mr. ‘McGilli- 
gan said, “is prepared to move a resolu- 
tion in each House of the Oireachtas to 
the effect that it is expedient that a 
tribunal be established for inquiring into 
a matter of urgent public importance— 
namely, the cost of certain articles of 
general consumption. Should that resolu- 
tion be adopted by the Dail and Senate, 
it would then be possible to establish a 
tribunal under the Tribunals of Inquiry 
(Evidence) Act, 1921, and to confer on it 
power to summon witnesses and to examine 
them on oath, and to require the produc- 
tion of documents.”’

PUBLIC ASSISTANCE NEEDED. 
On the motion for the adjournment, Major 
Bryan Cooper aain raised the question of con- 
trol of prices, at which, he said, he had been 
hammering for the past two years. He could 
rejoice that at last the Government had given 
a promise that it was going to take effective 
action in the matter. He would press the 
point that it would be a great ma sir) if 
the promised tribunal of inquiry should share 
the fate of the Commission on Prices. The 
failure of that inquiry was partly due to the 
time of its operations; for in the winter of 
1922 and the spring of 1925 people were not 
so vitally concerned with the cost of living as 
with the thought of whether they would be 
alive at all next day. For that reason public 
vs was not behind the Commission, which 
also suffered through lack of power to compel 
the giving of evidence. 

He understood that people refusing to at- 
tend at or to answer the question of the pro- 
posed tribunal would be reported to the High 
Court to be dealt with there. He would 
suggest that powers be given to the tribunal 
to hear some, at any rate, of the evidence in 
private, because it would not be fair to ask 
business-men to give publicly on oath all the 
details of their concerns. Another good idea 
would be to secure the evidence of the 
Revenue authorities in charge of the income 
tax. He hoped that the resolution to set up 
the tribunal would he introduced without 
undue delay, because the question to be dealt 
with was urgent. Finally, he asked that the 
tribunal should be established as a permanent 
body, with a small permanent staff, whose 
duty it would be to keep in touch with every 
recurring aspect of the problein of prices. 
The problem to be faced was of such 
great importance that it lay at the bottom of 
all the country’s difficulties. He believed that 
the Government was/making a genuine en- 
deavour to grapple with it and to take prices 
down, but they could do nothing without 
the assistance of the public extended to them 
in every possible way. 

Mr. Heffernan complained that a ques- 
tion put by him on the same subject had 
been treated flippantly by the President. 

Intervening, the Speaker said that if he 
occupied much more of the time allowed for 
the debate the Minister would not Le able 
to reply. 

TOO MANY DISTRIBUTORS. 

Mr. Morrissey said that the Government 
ought to show at least as much keenness in 
dealing with high prices as it was showing 
in dealing with wages. He thought that 
one of the principal reasons for the high 
cost of everything was that there were too 
many people engaged in distribution. 

Mr. McGilligan said that there was no 
question of control of prices in the answer 
he had given to Deputy Cooper. It was a 
question first of investigation o. prices. He 
did not believe that investigation would do 
any good without control later on. When 
they came to consider control there would 
arise an understandable reluctance to tackle 
the question in that way. 

If the resolution was passed by the 
Oireachtas the tribunal eS have power to 
get evidence compulsorily, and would pro- 
bably have considerable latit.de with regard 
to evidence in camera. As to when the 
resolutions would be brought forward, there 
would be some small delay in having them 
framed, in drafting the terms »“f reference, 
and in the selection of its members. There 
might be some extra delay because of ex- 
pected developments with regard to the 
work of the Food Council in England. Those 
developments might possibly damp the en- 
thusiasm. of those who thought that great 
things would come from an inquiry of the 
kind. 

The tribunal would not be of a permanent 
character, but it might céme to that later 
on. The first necessity was to deeide 
whether a prima facte case had been made 
that prices were too high. Deputy Mor- 
rissey had made the important point that 
there were too many distributors, no single 
one of whom might be found liable to the 
charge of profiteering when the added 
charges to which the’ were subject were 
considered. To his /mind, it was not so 
much a question of dealing with profiteering 
as with the whole system of distribution in 
this country. 


LINER TRAGEDY.

ACCUSED OFFICER FOUND 
GUILTY, BUT INSANE. 
Thomas Augustine Towers, aged lo, of 
Bristol, late chief officer of the Canadian 
Pacific liner, Melita, was found guilty at the 
Hampshire Assizes at Winchester yesterday 
of the murder of the commander of tho 
vessel, Captain Arthur Haywood Clews, and 
of the attempted murder of David Kennedy 
Gilmour and John Holliday, two of his 
fellow-officers. The jury, however, found 
that he was insane, and Mr. Justice Rowlatt 
ordered him to be detained during His 
Majesty’s pleasure. i 
Dr. Richards, a medical officer at Win- 
chester Prison, stated that Towers was men- 
tally very dull, and sometimes almost con- 
fused. Witness had formed the opinion that 
the accused was suffering from melancholia. 
The jury, however, found that the accused 
was fit to plead, and the story of the tragedy 
on board the Melita at Antwerp was retold 


by counsel. 

Evidence was given that there had been 
ver serious ifficulties, disputes and 
troubles on the Melita, and that Towers 
had accused another officer named Allan of 
having made a report concerning the Cap- 
tain. After a heated scene, the captain 
accepted Allan’s denial, and said: ‘* Towers, 
it is quite clear it is not Allan, and I know 
more than you think.” 

Tt was evident, said counsel, that sus- 
picion rested upon the accused of making a 
report behind the captain’s back. There 
was another matter—the accused, who was 
56 years of age, had not yet got a command 
of a ship. 

Alluding to the diary found belonging’ to 
the accused, counsel said that it showed 
that accused had marked out his intended 
victims beforehand. He actually men- 
tions ” their names after the shooting, adding 
that he intended to keep the last. shot for 
himself, but having fired two shots at Hol- 
liday he had not one left. 

Evidence was given regarding the .state 
of mind of the deceased. The jury, who 
were away twenty-five minutes, returned the 
verdict given above. :

Mr. Ingram (Ministry for Industry and 
(‘ommerce) said that the proposed classifica- 
tron was worse than the existing one, and 
their objection to it was that while suited to 
(rreat Britain it was not suited to this 
country. The Minister thought that if it 
were necessary to look for examples of how 
classifications should he made out it might 
have been wiser to go to some of the Con- 
tinental countries rather than Great Britain, 
where the conditions were so different. The 
Danish classification was a simple one. They

CROP CONDITIONS AND 
PRICES. 
a ree 


The report of the Department of Agricul- 
ture on agricultural conditions in the Irish 
Free State at Ist November, 1925, states that 
fine weather continued up till mid-Octoiier. 
Threshing was finished satisfactorily, and 
considerable progress was made with the pull- 
ing and stormg of mangolds, the raising of 
potatoes and the ploughing of stubble ground. 

Pastures carried a om covering of grass, 
and the abundance of feed caused cows to 
milk better than usual for the season, All 
classes of stock maintained a healthy condi- 
tion, though grass was not considered to 
have the same fattening quality as in other 
years. Occasional cases of hoose in calves 
were reported from some counties, but, on 
the whole, stock kept healthy, and little or 
no trace of fluke disease had shown itself. 

Over the country generally hay is con- 
sidered sufficient for winter keep of stock, 
especially as the fodder is much superior in 
sweetness atid condition to last year’s crop. 
The. price of hay in Dublin for October was 
5s. to 6s. a ewt. for first crop, 4s. to 5s. for 
second crop, and 2s. 6d. to 3s. 9d. for meadow 
hay. In Co. Cavan the prices were 2s. 
per cwt. for first crop and 2s. for old meadow. 
in Louth it was ás, 6d. and 2s, 6d. Wheat 
was good in yield and quality; prices ranged 
from 30s. to 40s. per barrel of 20 stones. 
Oats generally gave a rather low yield; the 
quality of the, grain was, however, go 
White oats ranged in price from lls. to 16s. 
per barrel of 14 stones, and black oats from 
Qs. to lls. per barrel. ; Barley fetched from 
15s. to 20s. a barrel (16 stones). 

Flax yielded in the County Cavan ó0 stones 
per statute acre, and the average price was 
10s. a stone. In Monaghan the yield was 
18 to 34 stones an acre, and prices were about 
12s. per stone. Donegal yielded 23 to 27 
stones per acre, and prices varied from lls. 
10id. to 12s. 6d. a stone. ; 

Potatoes generally are good in yield and 
excellent in quality. Prices ranged from 2s. 
6d. to 5s. a ewt. Mangolds yielded rather 
below the average. Trunips are an average 
crop. Finger and toe attack is reported to be 

irevalent in the Counties of Monaghan and 
Mayo. ' 
5 CATTLE AND SHEEP. —— 

Trade in cattle improved at the beginnit 
of October, but later business became dull, 
and showed a falling tendency. Fat cattle 
prices ranged from 40s. to 48s. Store values 
dropped in sympathy with beef cattle prices; 
aged-stores sold at. £14 to £22 a head (40s. to 
47s. a ewt); two and a half year olds from 
£14 to £18: one and a half years from £10 
to £14, and six months old calves from £5 
to £8. Milch cows fetched from £15 to £30. 
Dropped calves sold at from £2 10s. to £5 
eacn. 

Trade in sheep was dull. Fat sheep sold at 
from £3 to £4 10s.. and lambs at from 50s. 
to 55s. Hoggets brought from £3 to £6. 

A sharp fall in the price of finished pigs 
took place in the Southern and Northern 
markets In the Midland counties they 
dropped from 76s. to 71s. a cwt., and in some 
counties they fell to 68s. On the dead-weight 
basis the County Cavan prices gate way 
from 100s. to 93s. per cwt. The Co. Monaghan 
prices fell from 105s. to 95s.; in Donegal 
from 115s. to 100s.; in North-West Cork 
from 110s. to 97s., and in South-East Cork 
from 99s. to O4y. 

HUNTERS IN DEMAND. 

Trade for heavy horses was dull in the 
County Dublin, but hunters and good driving 
horses met with brisk demand. First class 
farming horses sold at from £20 to £25, and 
unbroken colts at from £10 to £14 each. 
Troopers ranged from £30 to £50, and hunters 
from £50 to £150.

CROSS-CHANNEL QUOTATIONS. 

Mr. P. P. Timmons, Secretary, Athy 
Farmers’ Union, writes :— 

“Mr. Edward Fitzgerald's letter on barley 
prices in your issue of yesterday is altogether 
‘beside the mark. We understand the quality 
lof barley handled by grain merchants. Mr. 
‘Fitzgerald admits it is the kind imported ftom 
other countries, such as is discharged from 
grain ships at the South Wall. Our com- 
plaint is In reference to best malting barley 
weighing 56lbs. to the bushel, such as we 
supply to the maltsters in Athy and neigh- 
bouring towns, Mr. Fitzgerald would have 
us believe that this class of grain is well sold 
at 18s. to 20s. per barrel, and that these are 
the prices ruling in England. The English 
newspapers, however, report the prices tiling 
in Mark lane as from 32s. to 43s. per barrel, 
not per qr., as some anonymous writers infer. 
In the reply sent to Mr. J. J. Walsh by my 
union it was pointed out that Mr. Odlum, of 
Portarlington, sold a parcel of barley in Eng- 
land last week at 35s. per barrel. This fact 
disposes of Mr. Fitzgerald's figures. Messrs. 
Guinness could brew all the barley grown in 
Ireland. Why, then, should Mr. Fitagerald 
send Irish barley to Santander ?’’ 


AN ACUTE OFFICIAL, 


WICKLOW COUNCIL AND 
BLESSINGTON TRAMWAY. 


At Wicklow County Council, the Finance 
Committee reported having received a letter 
from the Ministry for Finance pointing out 
that recoupment, amounting to £497. from the 
Local Taxation Account, payable to areas on 
which charges were originally levied. in con- 
nection with the Blessington tramway, was 
made only in respect of the nine months 
ended December 3lst, 1924, as Section 63 (7) 
of the Railways Act. 1924, provided that no 
money should be paid to any County Council 
after that date in respect of any baronial 
railway.

LIBEL ACTION, 


DERRY NEWSPAPER TO 
PAY £1,000. 


- 


ECHO OF McMAHON 
MURDERS. 


——&—— 


Damages assessed at £1,000 were awarded 
to Alderman J. W. Nixon, Belfast, in his 
action against the proprietors of the Derry 
Journal, which was heard in the King s 
Bench Division, Belfast, yesterday, ‘The libel, 
which was admitted, was contained in that 
newspaper on August 17th last, which stated 
that the plaintiff and others “still bask ™ 
the sunny corners of Belfast trying to avoid 
the ghosts of a certain family.” This, the 
plaintiff said, was a reference to the McMahon 
murders of March, 1922. 

The statement of claim, for £5,000 damages, 
set out that the plaintiff is an Alderman in 
the Belfast City Council, and on and prior to 
the 24th March, 1922, was a district inspector 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary in charge 
of the “C”' district of Belfast. i 

Referring to a meeting between Sir James 
Craig and Michael Collins, the letter com- 
plained of stated :— 

“ Notwithstanding this meeting, our friend 
is still sure that poor Collins is in for a hard 
time in the next world. Many would say, 
however, that there is just as good a chance 
for him in that sphere as there are for certain 
gentlemen named Nixon, Giff and McNaghten, 
who still bask in the sunny corners of Bel- 
fast trying to avoid the ghosts of a certain 
family.’ . 

Bv the words the defendants meant that 
the plaintiff had been guilty of the murder oí 
Owen McMahon, Bernard McMahon, Francis 
McMahon, Patrick McMahon, Thomas (i. 
McMahon and Edward McKinney, and the 
attempted murder of John McMahon, on 
March 24th, 1922. 

Defendants admitted that they printed and 
published in their newspaper “ the words set 
out in the claim and that the words were 
libellous.” 

the Attorney-General, opening the case, 
said that the plaintiff was district inspector 
in charge of the ‘‘C” district during all the 
troublesome times which fell upon Belfast in 
1921-22. The defendant company, in the issue 
in which the libel appeared, had a statement 
that their circulation exceeded by several 
thousand copies the joint issue of the other 
Derry papers; so that upon their own show 
ing their circulation was a very large one. 
Anything published by them would reach a 
very large y of the public. 

On the 24th March, 1922, there occurred in 
the city a terrible murder or series of murders. 
A family called McMahon were on that 
night brutally murdered by persons unknown, 
who have never yet been apprehended or 
brought to justice. Alderman Nixon was 
engaged after the murder in endeavouring to 
trace the perpetrators, but the murder re 
mained a mystery. though, especially among 
uneducated people, there were always 
suspicions and rumours relating to a tragedy of 
that description. Many people were, however, 
willing to believe anything with regard to a 
murder of this description, and mere sugges- 
tion that any one particular person was re: 
sponsible for it or had a hand in it, or aided 
and abetted it, was one of the most terrible 
charges that could be brought against any 
human being. On August 17th, 1925, the 
paper published this letter, signed by a 
gentleman called “ Melvin,’’ which was ap. 
parently a nom-de-z/ume, 

The Attorney-General quoted the passage 
complained of. It could only hata one mean- 
ing. Alderman Nixon was in charge ‘of one 
of the neighbouring districts to that in 

which the murder occurred. His Head 
Constable at that’ time was a man cailed 
Giff. The suggestion of the letter was that 
the people who were actually engaged in 
trying to maintain order under very great 
difficulties in the city were the people who 
were responsible for the murder. What 
right had any writer to a newspaper to in 
troduce a charge of that description against 
responsible officers of the police force? Pro- 
ceeding, founsel read the correspondence, in 
which defendants offered to publish an 
apology and pay costs, and disclosed the 
name oí the writer of the libellous letter to 
be James Gillespie, Academy terrace, Derry. 
Plaintiff could not accept the apology, and 
accordingly the action went on. He asked 
for & substantial verdict to compensate the 
laintiff for the cowardly wrong that had 
een done to him. 


THE DEFENCE. 

Cross-examined hy Mr. Murphy, K.C., 
witness said he saw al! the correspondence 
and the draft apology. He eomhdered the 
apology absolutely inadequate for the most 
horrible charge that could be made against 
a man in his position. 

Mr. Murphy, K.C., for the defence, said 
that there was only one issue, and that was | ; 
one of damages. It was idle to suggest 
that the same importance would attach to a 
letter as would to an article. He would 
not attempt to shirk responsibility for an 
unfortunate mistake. An apology was pub- 
lished on September 4 in a prominent place 
on the leader page, though the libel was 
noí published on that page. That apology 
aill in made it plain that the deíendants re- 
gretted the annoyance caused to plaintiff, 
and tendered the “ fullest and most un- 
qualified apologv. 

Michael Conway said that when acting as 
editor he had received letters from James 
Gillespie, and he had published them with 
out complaint. He had read the letter, and 
he let it go for publication. 

The Lord Chief Justice asked was his 
attention drawn to the allegation against 
Alderman Nixon. 

Witness said that he had read the whole 
letter, but it did not strike him. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Do vou think it

Witness—It is quite impossible. 

Answering Mr. Babington, witness said 
Gillespie was an ordinary citizen who wrote 
to the papers. He was formerly a ser- 

eant in the R.LC. Letters like Mr. 

illespie’s were always specially scrutinised. 

The Lord Chief Justice—If it struck you 
as dangerous you would not have put it in? 

Witness—I would not, my lord. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that the libel 
said that the police officer was a party. to 
that cold-blooded massacre. That was cot 
denied. 

If that libel stood alone there should be 
no stint to the amount of damages to s man 
so libelled. Mr.. Nixon was entitled to 
damages for the distress of mind and fear 
which he had been caused. 

Defendants were entitled to say they had 
done their best to mitigate the effect of the 
libel, and the jury were entitled to take that 
also into account. That was really the 
whole case, and there but remained the 
pending action against Gillespie. “ The law 
said that should affect damages, but he 
failed to see how it could. There was the 
whole case, and he knew the jury would do

There was quite a brilliant wind-up to the
